top me if you’ve heard this one:

the offensive line.” Okay, then, how 
about: “We've got to have some people step 
up on defense.” Well, then: “We've got to 
have a kicker.” 

So, you've heard them all, If they sound fa- 
miliar, that’s because it was the general 
theme of Alabama Head Coach Mike 
DuBose before the start of spring practice, 
through spring practice, and after spring 
practice had ended. 

But that doesn’t mean that Alabama's [oot- 
ball team didn’t make strides in spring train- 
ing. DuBose said after the A-Day Game, “It 
has been a good spring, And | told our play- 
ers that 1am proud of them, Following last 
season we asked them to help us recruit, 
and they did that. Then we asked them to 
get in the weight room and become a 
stronger team, and they did that. And then 
this spring we wanted them to come togeth- 
er with a singleness of purpose and learn 
their roles, and we have done that.” 

All-in-all, DuBose said, “It has been as 
good a spring practice as I've ever heen 
around. It was not the most physical, but 
that wasn't top priority. lt was a priority, but 
not top priority. 

“And,” he said, “I thought that consider- 
ing how we broke the teams up with a few 
first team players on one team and a few on 
the other that it was a well-executed A-Day 
Game.” 

Partly based on how the teams were divid- 
ed and partly based on day-to-day observa- 
tions of practice, it's reasonable to suggest 
those first teamers. It's also realistic to as- 
sume that some players who missed the A- 
Day Game will be first team in the fall. 
Those players include tailback Shaun

August 9) preparatory to the season-opening 
game against UCLA on September 2 at the 
Rose Bow] in Pasadena. With the possible 
exception of punter, every position has at 
least one quality candidate who has proved 
himself either in previous seasons or in 
spring practice. Insofar as offensive and de- 
fensive positions, it can be fairly said that 
Bama was al least close to one DuBose goal. 
He said that when he came out of spring 
practice he wanted to know the top two 
players at each position. 

Although it may be considered a question 
by some, a controversy by others, the area of 
greatest discussion at Bama is quarterback. 
And that continues to be a strength. 
Although it was probably a bit tongue-in- 
cheek, former Alabama Offensive Coordi- 
nator and Quarterbacks Coach Homer Smith 
recently said that the best quarterback in the 
Southeastern Conference would be “either 
Andrew Zow or Tyler Watts, depending on 
which is in the game.” Smith, who is retired 
and living in Tuscaloosa, watched a couple 
of Tide practices this year and was quite im- 
pressed, not only with the quarterbacks but 
with the spectrum of Crimson Tide talent. 

DuBose admitted that choosing the first 
team quarterback in the fall would be diffi- 
cult, but there is no question that Zow held 
on to his top spot in the spring. That may 
have been due in part at least to the spring 
stipulation that quarterbacks don’t get much 
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opportunity to scramble, a definite Watts’ at- 
tribute. In any event, Zow will be number 
one when fall practice starts and can be ex- 
pected to get most of the playing time early 
next year. Still, if he falters, Watts is a 
proven commodity. 

Another area that will inspire much con- 
versation is tailback, where Shaun 
Alexander has graduated. It may have been a 
bit of a surprise to fans to see Ahmaad 
Galloway earning the Dixie Howell Award as 
the Most Valuable Player in the A-Day 
Game, but Galloway has been impressing 
Tide coaches for a couple of years. That's 
partly because he runs every play as if it is 
the most important play ever. 

Prior to spring practice, Shaun Bohanon, 
last year’s back-up to Alexander, was listed 
as the number one tailback. Just before the 
start of drills, DuBose announced that 
Bohanon would miss spring practice to con- 
centrate on academics. And the Tide coach 
added that Bohanon would not lose his spot 
on the depth chart, that he would be num- 
ber one in August (if he’s academically eligi- 
ble). Following the A-Day Game, DuBose re- 
iterated that stance, but added that 
Galloway had separated himself from the 
others and would be “1-A.” He also noted 
that it was a shame for Brandon Miree that 
his broken leg late in spring drills kept him 
from competing for the top spot among 
those taking part in spring drills. That over- 
looked an excellent spring performance by 
Santonio Beard. Although he didn’t show it 
in the A-Day Game, Beard is not only an ex- 
cellent runner, he is also the Tide’s best pass 
receiver among the tailbacks. 

Alabama also had last year's number two 
fullback missing from spring work. Marvin 
Brown was suspended from practice, but 
was a spectator each day and is expected 
back in the fall. When he returns he will 
have returning starter Dustin McClintock in 
front of him. And Jeremy Walker will also 
be stiff competition if Walker doesn’t move 
back to middle linebacker. 

Two positions where there are eligible pass 
receivers rarely used as receivers by Bama 
are fullback and tight end. Although 
Alabama's claims of what the Tide will do of- 
fensively and what the Tide actually does of- 
fensively have not always been the same 
thing the past few years, it seems likely that 
the Tide will take advantage of Terry Jones 
and Shawn Draper at right end. 

Offensive line play should be very good. 
In spring drills, the Tide appeared to be an 
excellent run blocking team, However, there 
are slight concerns with pass blocking at the 
tackle spots. Bama would like to have Dante 
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Although Ahmaad Galloway has been impressing Alabama coaches for the past few years, it may be 
considered something of a surprise that he emerged as the clear leader at tailback among those com- 


peting for the position this spring. 
Ellington, last year’s freshman sensation 
right tackle, at left tackle. Lannis Baxley is 
the man designated to move into right tack- 
le. But those spots could change if Ellington 
reports back in August out of shape. His size 
and lack of quickness drew criticism from 
DuBose during the spring. 

In the middle Bama has all-star types in 
guards Griff Redmill and Will Cuthbert and 
center Paul Hogan.

Kenny Smith out for all spring and Kindal 
Moorehead missing the second half after 
hurting his knee in a spring break basketball 
game. Johnson was excellent. (Smith proba- 
bly could have practiced and both he and 
Moorehead will return in August.) Other- 
wise, Kenny King was very strong at end, 
which was no surprise. 

Kelvis White may have been the biggest 
surprise of the spring for his work at tackle. 
Todd Whitmore had his moments at tackle, 
too, And Ray Marshall, mired down the 
depth chart as an offensive lineman, may 
have found a home at defensive tackle, But 
overall Bama coaches have reason to be con- 
cerned about depth in the defensive line. 

It’s something of the same story at 
linebacker. Going into spring the question 
was Whether Bama had anyone who could 
play middle linebacker. By the time spring 
was over, iL appeared the Tide has two capa- 
ble players at that spot. And if Marvin 
Constant can come back [rom knee surgery, 
middle linebacker will be one of the 
strongest Tide positions, 

At outside linebacker, Bama has one of the 
best ever in upcoming sophomore Saleem 
Rasheed at the leftside spot. (Rasheed and 
junior wide receiver Freddie Milons will go 
to Chicago this year to be honored as pre- 
season Playboy magazine All-America play- 
ers.) At the rightside linebacker position 
Bama has one of the most underrated play- 
ers around in Darius Gilbert. Although 
Gilbert had a broken hand this spring, he 


didn’t miss a beat. The suspension (probably 
permanent since its his fourth) of Chris 
Horne late in the spring eliminated one pos- 
sible back-up, Adam Cox occasionally does 
well, but has not been consistently impres- 
sive. 
Incoming players could provide depth 
both in the line and at linebacker in the fall. 
Alabama returns all starters and key back- 
ups in the secondary, and because of im- 
provement by a number of them, this could 
be a real strength of the Tide this season. 
Tony Dixon, who has been a starter at 
both safety spots, didn't participate in spring 
practice and may have trouble getting back 
into the line-up. Although Marcus Spencer 
at strong safety doesn't have great lootspeed, 
he has a knack of being in the right place to 
make plays, and he makes them. Reggie 
Myles has improved and will be an all-star 
candidate before 2000 is finished. In addi- 
tion to Dixon, Charles Jones should be an 
adequate back-up at one of the safety spots. 
The safety spots are another area where help 
could come in the form of neweomers, no- 
tably junior college transfer Connie Brown. 
Milo Lewis didn’t get much work at left 
cornerback this spring, but that’s only be- 
cause he’s a proven commodity, At right cor- 
nerback, Gerald Dixon solidified the posi- 
tion he won as a [reshman last year, The 
men behind them played almost not at all in 
1999, but both Shontua Ray at lelt corner 
and Hirchel Bolden at right have earned a 
chance at playing time this season, Kecalf 


Bailey may be falling out of the playing 
picture, although DuBose said he would see 
action in “certain situations.” 


Us not fair to judge the entire kicking 

game alter spring training because parts 

of the kicking game-notably punt and 
kickoff coverage and returns-get lite or no 
work, Place-kicking isn’t spectacular, but it 
got to be more consistent as the spring went 
along and should be better than last year. 
Danny Haynes, a redshirt freshman walk-on 
who has a strong lelt-foot, finished slightly 
ahead of senior Chris Kemp, 

Although its a bit of a touchy subject, 
DuBose has suggested that Haynes might be 
the kickoff man next year, Haynes was born 
with abnormal arms and could not be ex- 
pected to be much of a tackling factor on 
kickoffs, But not many kickoff man are ef- 
fective tacklers. Lane Bearden, last year's 
kickoff man, returns, but he was nota 
world-beater in that task in 1999, 

Punting was not good. Although both 
Bearden and Jason Kellen occasionally had 
good boots, neither was consistently strong. 

Snapping and holding on place-kicks was 
very poor during the spring, Brad Ledbetter 
is an experienced snapper, but Bearden and 
back-up quarterback Jonathan Richey are 
new to the holding game. 

Tide coaches have some excellent punt 
and kickoff return candidates from which to 
choose, but that work, along with coverage 
teams, will be done in August. 


Here’s A Guess At A Post-Spring Depth Chart 


Here is an educated guess at Alabama's depth chart following spring football practice. It does not include those who have not yet entered The 
University, but does include some who missed spring work with injuries, Marvin Constant, Kenny Smith and Tony Dixon were among those 
out with injuries, but who have enough history to suggest a spot in the depth chart. Although Head Coach Mike DuBose has said Shaun 
Bohanon will be number one at tailback when he returns in August after making up some academic deficiencies, he is not in the depth chart. 
We do expeet fullback Marvin Brown back. We don’t expect linebacker Chris. Horne, suspended late in the spring, to return. There are some 
questions. For instance, we list Jeremy Walker as a fullback, which we think is his best position, but he may be at middle linebacker (where he 
played last year) if depth is needed there.

ven when scholarship limits were far 

more generous than is now the case, 

it was difficult for a football team to 
divide into two squads and look much like a 
team. Something might be gained by putting 
a first offense against a first defense and sec- 
ond offense vs. second defense, and so on, 
but something might be lost, too, and so 
coaches usually elect to not do that. In any 
event, Alabama did not look like a good 
team when the Crimson Tide finished spring 
football practice on April 15. 

But Alabama did showcase a lot of good 
football players. In the fall, with continued 
coaching that has been demonstrated as ex- 
ceptional, these players and the players-to- 
come should translate into a very good 
team, 

The game marked the end of spring prac- 
tice. And as he had been pleased with the 
overall work of the spring, Head Coach 
Mike DuBose, who watched the game from 
the press box, was pleased with what he saw 
in the Crimson’s 17-12 victory over the 
White. 

DuBose pointed out that Alabama was 
ahead of 1999 both offensively and defen- 
sively and that was reflected in the A-Day 
teams using such unusual spring game tech- 
niques as blitzes by the defenses and empty 
backfield offensive sets. 

He was also pleased that Bama came out of 
the final practice of the spring with no addi- 
tional injuries. 

DuBose said that he wanted to see individ- 
ual players, and noted that several caught 
his eye. He first mentioned tailback Ahmaad 
Galloway, who came within one vote of 
being a unanimous choice as winner of the 
Dixie Howell Award as the most valuable 
player in the game. Galloway had a 65-yard 
touchdown run on the first offensive play of 
the game for the White and finished with 
eight carries for 114 yards. 

DuBose also had praise for tailback 
Santonio Beard, who had 19 carries for 106 
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standing lineman in the game and winning the Dwight Stephenson Award. 


yards, 

DuBose also mentioned the work of mid- 
dle linebacker Aries Monroe (who was cred- 
ited with two tackles and two assists) and 
defensive end Leslie Williams (credited with 
two assists), 

DuBose was also pleased with place-kicker 
Danny Haynes, who probably drew the 
largest cheer of the game from the crowd of 
25,355 when he connected on a 42-yard 
field goal on the final play of the first half. 

That kick by Haynes accounted for the 
final points that would be scored in the very 
quick game. Playing 12 -minute quarters 
and with the clock running at times it would 
not in a regulation game, the contest was 
over an hour and a half after it started. 

The Tide head coach said he was not satis- 
fied with punting, even though it improved 
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Jarret Johnson had an excellent spring, then had an excellent A-Day Game, being selected as the out- 
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in the second half. Jason Kellen averaged 
37.3 yards on three kicks with a best of 43, 
while Lane Bearden (who had one excellent 
48-yarder) averaged 35.4 on five kicks. 


he number one question among 

Alabama fans is the quarterback race. 

DuBose said that it will be a tough 
decision to determine the number one man, 
but said that Andrew Zow comes out of 
spring practice with a very narrow lead in 
the battle. Zow completed five of 11 passes 
for 71 yards and suffered one interception. 
He was sacked only one time and had three 
rushes for 18 yards. Tyler Watts completed 
eight of 14 passes for 100 yards, including a 
21-yard touchdown pass to tight end Terry 
Jones, and also suffered an interception. He 
was sacked four times and his eight rushes 
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accounted fora net loss of one yard, 

Ironically, the interceptions both figured in 
the outcome. Zow was intercepted by 
Hirchel Bolden on the first play of the con- 
test and the White's Galloway scored on the 
next play. Late in the game, desperately 
moving towards possible victory, Watts 
faced a heavy rush, threw the ball up for 
grabs, and it was intercepted by Waine 
Bacon at the Crimson seven. Following the 
38-yard return by Bacon, it took just one 
play for the Crimson to run out the clock 
and preserve victory. 

Top receivers were Jason McAddley with 
uwvo catches for 33 yards and Shawn Draper 
with two grabs for 23 yards for the Crimson 
and Antonio Carter with two snares for 38 
yards for the White. 

The White lead reached only 6-0 after a 
misplay of the snap and hold, preventing a 
try at the extra point kick. And that lead 
didn't last long. Zow directed a seven-play, 
70-yard drive in which Beard rushed six 
times for 43 yards, including the final seven 
on a draw play, Haynes kicked the extra 
point. 

The White came back: with a five-play, 53- 
yard scoring drive, the touchdown coming 
on a short pass to tight end Terry Jones, who 
took it in on the 21-yard play. The pass at- 
tempt for a two-point conversion was in- 
complete. The Crimson took the lead for 
good on the next possession with a 15-play, 
70-yard drive that had to overcome a good 
goalline stand. The Crimson had a first and 
goal at the two and took four runs — three 
by fullback Dustin McClintock who finally 
powered in for the score from a yard out — 
to get the points. Haynes kicked the PAT. 

A poor Bearden punt, only 28 yards, in the 
final minute helped the Crimson to its final 
points. Although punt returns were not per- 
mitted in the game (there was also no kick- 
ing off), the Crimson was able to start at the 
White 49 in that final minute and Haynes 
connected on his 42-yard field goal to make 
it 17-12. 

Jarret Johnson of the White was credited 
with three tackles and an assist, but was se- 
lected winner of the Dwight Stephenson 
Award as the top lineman in the game. 
Leading tacklers for the White squad were 
Victor Ellis with five individual stops and 
three assists, Jason Jones with four solos and 
four assists, and Adam Cox with six primary 
tackles and one assists. The Crimson was 
led by Todd Whitmore with four tackles and 
Charles Jones and Marcus Spencer with 
three each.

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Brandon Miree:

Most Tide fans won’t have 
chance to see tailback 
until next football season 


magine being lined up in the Alabama 
| et backfield. You step toward the 

line of scrimmage, run through the line 
only to be met by a blitzing defender. You 
take the hit, carrying the ball and the de- 
fender. But this year you are also carrying 
the expectations that you might be the next 
Shaun Alexander for the Crimson Tide. 

While carrying the football can be enough 
of a challenge, carrying the high expecta- 
tions have already become the norm for Tide 
redshirt freshman tailback Brandon Miree. 
Just as the question of whether Miree was 
more than a practice field legend or true 
Tide material was to be answered in this 
year’s A-Day game, Miree broke his left fibu- 
la eight days before the spring showcase. 
With the injury, the expectations and the 
Miree Mystery remain until this fall's prac- 
tices and Alabama's season opener against 
UCLA September 2 in Pasadena. 

“I’m not disappointed at all,” said Miree, a 
6-2, 228-pound tailback from Cincinnati. “I 
thank God that I am going to be back, hope- 
fully pretty soon, to work out and get ready 
for the fall. | only missed a week of practice. 
It’s always disappointing when you can't 
play, but hopefully it’s for the best.” 

Miree, who never before had so severe an 
injury but did miss several games in high 
school with ankle sprains, described how 
the injury took place, and said it wasn’t im- 
mediately obvious to him that he had bro- 
ken that smaller of two bones in his lower 
left leg. 

“It was a nine-on-seven drill and 1 was 
running the ball,” Miree said. “It was a semi- 
pile-up and somebody landed on my leg and 
right there, bam!, the pain hit. | grabbed my 
leg, but we all thought it was just a bruise so 
we taped it up. 1 was out about 20 minutes 
because of the pain, but I got back in for a 
few plays, | went up for a pass and I heard it 
pop twice. I caught the pass, and started 
limping immediately.” 

Miree’s prognosis is simple. It will take 
until about the end of May for the cleanly- 
broken bone to heal, said Dr. Les Fowler, 
the team orthopedist. Then Miree will join 
many of his teammates in the summer 
workout sessions. 

“Brandon just had a fractured fibula from 
a direct blow and it is not displaced,” 
Fowler said. “It is lined up perfectly and we

really didn’t even need to put him in a cast. 
He doesn’t need surgery. He just needs four 
to six weeks to get well and he'll be fine. He 
shouldn't have any problems. This is just 
one of those things that happened.” 

Although Miree watched Alabama's 
February 8 scrimmage from the sidelines of 
Bryant-Denny Stadium on crutches the day 
after his injury, when A-Day arrived a week 
later only a walking cast and a slight limp 
made him stand out from others on the side- 
lines. 

Tide Offensive Coordinator Neil Callaway 
said Miree’s injury doesn’t hurt him as much 
as it could if it had taken place earlier in the 
spring. “He had a good spring practice be- 
fore he broke his leg,” Callaway said. “He's a 
big, strong, physical running back who is 
very good running the football. I think he 
will give us a big presence and big plus 
when we want to run the ball and have him 
in the game.” 

Alabama Head Coach Mike DuBose said 
that being injured wouldn't do Miree any 
good in the competition at running back, 
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but also noted, “We've seen enough of 
Brandon to know what kind of football play- 
er he is.” 


ighly recruited out of Cincinnati’s 

Winton Woods High School, Miree 

ran for 2,455 yards and 31 touch- 
downs on 259 carries as a senior in 1998. 
While Alexander was busy running for 
3,166 yards and 54 touchdowns in Florence, 
Kentucky, as a senior in 1995, Miree, then 
an eighth-grader, was no stranger to his tal- 
ents. 

“My brother led the city of Cincinnati in 
rushing, and Shaun led Northern Kentucky,” 
Miree said. “When they brought the 
Northern Kentucky stats into the greater 
Cincinnati area, then Shaun was ahead. 
Thats how | knew about Shaun.” 

While Miree’s and Alexander's high school 
numbers don’t compare, Miree was some- 
what of a marked man as a redshirt in 1999, 
just as Alexander was on the Tide practice 
squad in 1995. Combine that with their ori- 
gins along the Ohio river, successes on and 
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off the field, and with their outgoing person- 
alities and the comparison is inevitable. 
After his injury, Miree also spent ample time 
with Alexander in the week leading up to A- 
Day and what was draft day for the gradu- 
ate. 

“Coming from the same area, with that 
area happening to be not from the Deep 
South, we get a lot of comparisons,” Miree 
said. “We are a whole lot alike in how we 
feel about certain things, our religious back- 
grounds and some of the ways we act com- 
ing from that same area. We are like broth- 
ers, basically, and there are a lot of compar- 
isons on and off the field. 

“When Shaun first got here, since day one, 
he absorbed the game,” Miree said. “I thank 
God that I got here for his last year, because 
at that point he had absorbed so much that 
he could just feed me things from a player's 
perspective. That helps me a whole lot.” 

Of course Alexander’s busy week leading 
up to being a first-round selection of the 
NFL Draft was the pinnacle of an Alabama 
career that exploded with a school record 
291 yards against LSU in 1996. His success 
isn’t lost on Miree. 

“I see both sides of it—-him not being able 
to eat at restaurants and stuff like that-but 
he’s just taking it in stride and that’s the way 
to go,” Miree said. “I’m seeing how he han- 
dles it. These people are good people, and 
we love the fans in Alabama. It’s not a hard 
thing to do.” 

Callaway down-played the comparison be- 
tween the two. “He’s not a Shaun,” said 
Callaway. “He's just a big physical guy who 
can do a pretty good job running the foot- 
ball.” 


iree, who watched all of the 
Alabama home games from the 
stands of Bryant-Denny but did 


stand on the sidelines for the Orange Bowl, 
said working on the scout team for the SEC

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champions was rewarding in a way that was 
different than he had been accustomed to as 
a high school superstar. 

“I just tried to pride myself by working 
hard on the scout team, hopefully making 
the defense better,” Miree said. “When I saw 
the defense have a great game, hold some- 
one under 100 yards, I had a real sense of 
pride and accomplishment.” 

Miree also got help from the defenders. He 
particularly mentioned Cornelius Griffin for 
suggestions, but added that Griffin and 
mates “also gave me some hits.” 

The biggest change Miree has seen from 
high school to college football is “the 
linebackers run 4.4s and 4.5s (times in the 
40-yard dash), so you really have to get after 
it on every play. There's never a time to lag. 
You have to work hard every down with ath- 
letes like this on the field.” 

Miree said selecting Alabama over 
Michigan State and Notre Dame was about 
more than what takes place on the football 
field. 

“First of all, | looked at it academically. 
Alabama has one of the best business pro- 
grams in the South, with over an 85 per cent 
job placement rate in the first three months 
after graduation. Second, the football pro- 
gram is second to none. At that time, 
Alabama was on our way to the SEC cham- 
pionship, and now we’re on the national 
championship scene. Third is the people 
around here. There's a Christian atmo- 
sphere.” 

The atmosphere of the Crimson Tide back- 
field is a crowded one, with Shaun Bohanon 
(Alexander's back-up last year) and sopho- 
mores Ahmaad Galloway and Santonio 
Beard in front of him. Despite being last on 
the post-spring depth chart, Miree said the 
Tide’s backs are a diverse group. Miree sized 
them up: 

“Shaun Bohanon is a big back and runs 
big. He's going to give you what you want, 


that consistent four or five yards. And he'll 
bust some hand tackles and get eight to ten 
yards. 

“Ahmaad Galloway is a slasher, a bigger 
guy who runs smaller and makes a person 
miss. He’s going to do all of the right things, 
and he’s going to catch the ball and block. 

“Santonio Beard is a slasher-type. He's 
going to hit the hole and bounce outside to 
break the long one. 

“I'm a big back, and | have the ability and 
speed to take it long and can break tackles. I 
can make a guy miss.” 

Although the backfield is young and rela- 
tively inexperienced alter the loss of a main- 
stay in Alexander, the youngsters are ready. 

“It makes us hungry, seeing the things he's 
done the past few years,” Miree said. “We 
want to get out there. | know Coach Williams 
(Running Backs Coach Ivy Williams) has 
been spoiled these last few years, having the 
luxury of great running backs. And we want 
to keep up that tradition.” 

While Miree has been talked up by team- 
mates and the media, he said he knows what 
he has to work on to achieve for Alabama 
and to overcome expectations. 

“I have to work on pass blocking and I 
want to work on my pass catching,” he said. 
“I want to get better-day by day, week by 
week—and I want to contribute to the team 
as much as possible as a redshirt freshman. | 
just want to get out there and contribute, get 
out there on the field and play.” 

Alabama opens its 2000 season on the 
road and holds its first two home games off 
campus in Birmingham, but the September 
30 on-campus opener against Lou Holtz’s 
South Carolina squad is one Miree is waiting 
for. “I don’t know what it is going to be like 
going through the tunnel in front of 80-plus 
thousand fans screaming “Yea, Alabama’ be- 
cause I was one of them last year in the 
stands,” Miree said. “But I know it's going to 
be a great feeling to play.”

Former prep star working his way up in receiver rotation 
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oing On At Bama 


abo Swinney, Alabama’s assistant 
D= in charge of wide receivers, is 

considered one of the Crimson Tide's 
top recruiters. But Swinney didn’t have to 
work very hard to recruit Sam Collins. “Both 
of my parents, my brother, and my sister are 
Alabama graduates,” Collins said. “I grew up 
30 miles from here and have been going to 
games here all my life.” 

But it might be a bit of a surprise to know 
that there were some recruiting shenanigans. 
“Some other people told me that I shouldn't 
go to Alabama because it wasn’t a place for a 
receiver,” Collins said. “They said Alabama 
would never throw the ball. But Coach 
Stubbs (Quarterbacks Coach Charlie Stubbs, 
who had been hired in January of 1998 
when Collins was being recruited) promised 
me it would be opening up. And it has been 
more and more open every year.” 

And now that Collins is at Alabama and a 
member of the Crimson Tide football team, 
the upcoming sophomore wide receiver is 
anxious to take advantage of a passing of- 
fense. 

Its not that Collins hasn't played. After 
being redshirted in 1998, the 6-1, 180- 
pounder moved into the playing rotation 
last fall. He even started one game, one of 
the biggest for the Crimson Tide, Bama’s 
upset of Florida in Gainesville. But his num- 
bers weren't eye-popping. Although he aver- 
aged about 25 plays per game, Collins ended 
the season with only five receptions for 25 
yards. He had two catches in both the 
Florida and Houston games, one against 
LSU. 

“I didn’t run many deep routes,” Collins 
said. “And I guess when I did, I was a 
decoy.” 

Actually, Collins remembers an incomplete 
pass more than any other from last year. “I 
dropped a ball against Louisiana Tech,” he 
said. “If | had caught that, maybe we would 
have gotten something going and won that 
game.” But, he added, “Not much good 
comes of dwelling on the past.” 

Collins is aware that he seemed to be in 
the lineup a lot of the time last year on run- 
ning plays, but said he didn’t think that was 
by design. “When I was in the game I had a 
role,” he said. “If it was a pass play, I had a 
route. If it was a running play, I had a block- 
ing assignment. Whatever it was, | tried to 
carry it out.” 

While Collins has a reputation as one of 
the better blockers among the wide re-

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ceivers, he said he wasn’t as good as the 
graduated Tim Bowens. Nevertheless, 
Collins takes pride in his blocking. 

Collins has also heard himself called a 
“possession receiver,” something of a buzz 
phrase for “slow.” He said, “It doesn't bother 
me. I'd say | have deceptive speed. I’m faster 
than people think because I have a long 
stride. It may not look like I'm moving fast 
because my feet aren't moving fast, but I'm 
moving down the field.” 

Collins, who has been clocked at 4.5 sec- 
onds in the 40-yard dash, said there’s no 
doubt that Jason McAddley, who doubles as 
a star on Bama’s track team, would be the 
fastest of the wide receivers in a race. “But 
after that it would be bang-bang,” he said. 
“Freddie Milons and Antonio Carter have 
good speed, too, and have that real quick 
side-to-side.” 

Swinney said, “Sam can run. For some rea- 
son people don't think he has much speed, 
but Sam will run right by you.” 

Beyond speed, Collins takes pride in his 
ability to run good routes. “If you are pre- 
cise, you'll get open,” he said. 

Swinney said, “He's very, very smart and 
very disciplined. He's the best technician 
that we have at the position. He's the guy 
that’s going to try to do every little thing 
right.” 


ollins said he has had to learn the 
discipline it takes to be a wide receiv- 
er at the level at which Alabama 
plays. “In high school, I was like most play- 
ers, | guess,” he said. “When the ball was 
coming to me, I was going full speed. When 
it wasn’t, | was about half speed. That 
doesn’t work here. You do that and you 
won't be on the field.” 
Even in high school, though, Collins 
didn't have many opportunities to go, as he

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said, “about half speed.” In the wide open 
offense of Coach Waldon Tucker at Fayette 
County, Collins was on the receiving end of 
a lot of passes. In fact, the all-state star set 
four Alabama high school receiving records. 
His 3,844 career receiving yards is an all- 
time state mark. And he broke his own 1996 
single season mark of 1,476 receiving yards 
when he caught passes for 1,574 yards as a 
senior in 1997. He also had 34 career touch- 
down receptions, including a state record 
five in one game. He set a single game 
yardage record with 298 yards in a single 
game. He averaged 22.7 yards per catch dur- 
ing his prep career with 169 receptions. As a 
senior he averaged 131.2 yards per game. 

Of more importance to Collins, Fayette 
County won back-to-back state champi- 
onships in his junior and senior seasons 
with Collins catching passes from current 
Tide teammate Luke Tucker. 

Collins said the offense was more than just 
Tucker to Collins. “We had good running 
backs, too,” he said. “But Coach Tucker ran 
a wide open offense, throwing left, right and 
down the middle.” 

Collins was as much of an all-around ath- 
lete as he could be at Fayette County, also 
starring in basketball and baseball. But his 
career outside of football came to an end in 
the last football game of his senior season. 
He suffered a broken jaw, which put him on 
a mush diet for a couple of months. As a re- 
sult, his weight plunged to about 160 and he 
devoted the remainder of his high school 
time to building himself back up. 

Sam was introduced to weights by his 
brother, Matt, when he was a tenth-grader 
and Sam has been working out ever since. 
And, Sam said, that’ still a part of his rou- 
tine. “I know I need to get bigger and 
stronger and faster,” he said. “Every team 
has big, strong, fast guys.” 


‘A TRADITION OFCHAMPIONS" 


ollins is quite pleased with the direc- 

tion of the Alabama offense. “We use 

a lot of receivers, which is good,” he 
said. “It keeps everyone fresh so we can go 
wide open. And it's fun. We have formations 
where the defense has no idea what we’re 
going to do. In just about every game we'll 
have plays where we have one or two re- 
ceivers who are completely uncovered.” 

Collins is also pleased with the quarter- 
back race between Andrew Zow and Tyler 
Watts. “They’re both tremendous,” he said. 
“Either one would be a starter at just about 
any school. I'm glad we've got them both. | 
don't think we miss a beat when one goes 
out and the other comes in, and that’s what 
we need at wide receiver. We have to have 
our second team guys come in and run the 
same thing. | think we're pretty close to that. 
And we have some freshmen coming in who 
can help, too,” 

Swinney expects Collins to be a big part of 
a successful wide receiver corps. “There is 
no question that Sam will be an important 
part of our rotation at receiver next season,” 
Swinney said. “Sam's right up there with 
Freddie Milons, Antonio Carter, Jason 
McAddley and Michael James. Those five 
make up as good a group as we've had 
around here in a long time.” 

The coach added, “I watch him every day 
out here. He's catching the ball and making 
plays. He makes plays, makes plays and 
makes plays. And he never says a word. He'll 
do all the grunt work. He'll play without the 
ball. It doesn’t matter what it is, Sam’s going 
to give you great effort all the time, That's 
what I love about him. 

“I think he’s going to get better and better. 
He's got three years left around here and I'm 
telling you. Sam will catch a lot of balls and 
make a lot of plays and will be an outstand- 
ing ballplayer at Alabama before he leaves.”

Sophomore defensive end 
knows tradition of wearing 
Thomas’s number 55 


he recent death of Derrick 

Thomas-Kansas City Chief linebacker 

extraordinaire, multiple All-Pro and 
certain future National Football League Hall 
of Famer-saddened the sports world. But the 
news hit especially hard in Alabama, where 
memories of ‘DT-decked out in his crimson 
jersey with the distinctive ‘double-nickel, 
‘number 55, across his broad back, dominat- 
ing games like no college linebacker before 
him or since-were still vivid and fresh. 

Every death is tragic (Thomas died of com- 
plications from devastating injuries suffered 
in an automobile accident on icy roads), but 
the loss of this good man seemed particular- 
ly difficult to fathom, Because Thomas 
wasn't just a gifted athlete; he was a humani- 
tarian in the truest sense of the word, donat- 
ing time and money wherever and whenever 
he saw a need. 

As Mal Moore, the Alabama athletics direc- 
tor said, “Derrick Thomas represented all 
that is good about college athletics. In a time 
when role models were hard to find, Derrick 
chose to quietly make the world a better 
place to live. His enthusiasm and zest for life 
will be missed.” 

Immediately, the Alabama family took 
steps to honor Thomas’ memory, and make 
continuing note of his exemplary life. A 
scholarship fund has been endowed in 
Thomas’ name; his bachelor’s degree was 
granted posthumously (Thomas was about a 
semester short of graduation); a spring foot- 
ball award honoring community service was 
created. And it was decided that jersey num- 
ber 55 would be reserved for an outstanding 
defensive player to be awarded annually at 
the conclusion of spring drills.

will have a voice in that decision. “As a 
coach, I loved the way Derrick played the 
game full speed,” Thompson said. “But to 
me the thing about Derrick that was so out- 
standing was that he was a man who always 
tried to help others. He didn't seek publicity 
in doing it. He just knew it was the right 
thing to do. That was a real attribute of 
Derrick Thomas.” 

The decision to reserve a particular jersey 
number might create problems, especially 
when, as is the case now at Alabama, the 
number is in use. Call it happenstance or 
fortunate fate, but the current holder of 
number 55 will in all likelihood be wearing 
it next fall as well. Sophomore defensive end 
Kenny King is definitely the odds-on favorite 
to receive the coveted jersey. 

“Alabama could have retired the number, 
but they decided to use it as a continuing 
tribute to Derrick Thomas and his life,” King 
said. “They're going to give it to one of the 
best defensive players coming out of spring 
each year. So it’s basically a challenge for me 
to be worthy of the number and to wear it 
with pride, knowing what it means to every- 
body else. If 1 keep it, I'll know I’ve accom- 
plished something. I want the number, but 
I've got to play well enough to deserve it.” 

On the day that Thomas died, even before 
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the decision was made by Head Coach Mike 
DuBose to reserve number 55, King had dis- 
cussed its importance with his position 
coach. “Coach Thompson told me what the 
number meant,” King said. “We talked about 
how everyone would be looking at me and 
remembering Derrick, about how I'd have to 
play to give them something to think about 
when they see the number.” 

In the world of sport, one would be hard- 
pressed to find someone that knows a player 
any better than his coach. And Thompson is 
convinced that King will honor the memory 
of ‘DT’ well. “With the passing of Derrick, 
Kenny understood the expectations on him 
and the legacy that will live with him,” 
Thompson said. “When people see Kenny 
play, they'll think about Derrick. That in it- 
self is a great compliment. | think Kenny will 
do the jersey proud and I think he'll do the 
memory of Derrick proud. They're very simi- 
lar people in a lot of ways, and they're simi- 
lar players as well. Kenny King’s a great play- 
er, and he also happens to be a great person. 
Kenny’s dedication to Derrick is the way he’s 
going to play next year, the way he played 
this year, the way he'll always play. 

“He understands the legacy of that number 
just like Kindal Moorehead understands the 
legacy of number 54. That's a great thing 


about the tradition of Alabama football. 
That's what makes it such a special place. 
That's why great players choose to come 
here, so they can link themselves to that his- 
tory while at the same time building a great 
future for the program and themselves.” 


ost true freshmen are content to ei- 
Me=: take a redshirt year or work 

their way slowly into the lineup as a 
back-up. King spent his first season of col- 
lege ball laying the groundwork for what 
promises to be a stellar career. “I came in 
early last summer to work with the older 
kids and get in shape,” King said. “I wanted 
to learn the program and see how it operates; 
learn the plays and see what I needed to do 
to compete at a college level. My goal was to 
come in and play, so I came in and hung 
around the players, got to know them, and 
learned their work habits.” 

But football at Alabama's level is a different 
world, a world in which high school all-stars 
can turn into also-rans. Thompson tells the 
story of watching King’s first workout with 
his new teammates. The group had just fin- 
ished running wind sprints (more aptly 
known as ‘gassers’) and King, exhausted and 
gasping to catch his breath, had just received 
the proverbial ‘Welcome to big-time football, 
kid.’ 

“Unfortunately, that’s a true story,” King 
said. “Coach Thompson came down there 
one day when I was really hurting. I was re- 
ally sucking wind and was about to give up. 
He told me, ‘Kenny, you see where you've got 
to be?’ 1 told him, ‘I'll be there Coach; I'll be 
there.’ “ 

King made the determination to get into 
condition. Thompson said. “After that you'd 
look out the windows (that overlook Ala- 
bama practice fields from the coaches’ of- 
fices) and you'd see him running on his own. 
He knew what he had to do.” 

But the most difficult challenge still lay 
ahead for the tenacious teenager-a challenge 
so difficult that it almost made him quit. In 
football, the offensive and defensive lines 
stand facing each other, which means the de- 
fensive right end (King’s position) is 
matched up against the offensive left tackle. 
And Alabama’s left tackle was Chris Samuels, 
future All-America, future Outland Trophy 
winner and future NFL millionaire. 

Off the field there isn’t a nicer young man 
than Samuels. But he didn’t get to be the best 
offensive lineman in the country by being a 
kind taskmaster. And Samuels took King to 
school on a regular basis on the practice field. 
“Working against Chris Samuels was ‘real,’ ” 
King said. “I got my behind whipped a bunch 
of times. Honestly, | don’t see how the coaches 
saw enough good on my part to let me play. | 
got beat up pretty bad almost every day. The 
fact that he’s the first offensive lineman cho- 
sen in the draft makes me feel some better. 
But I have to admit that sometimes I was 
thinking, ‘Why can’t we start playing strong 
end and weak end instead of left and right?’ ” 

Like countless other athletes before him, 
King learned that a litte humiliation can be 
a strong incentive to improve. “Competition 
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makes everybody and everything better,” 
Thompson said. “When you're going against 
a first-round draft choice every day as a kid 
right out of high school, you're going to get 
humbled. But you don’t get discouraged. You 
get right back down; put the ball down on 
the grass and say, ‘Let's do it again.’ That's 
what Kenny did. Compare the first two or 
three weeks he was on campus working 
against Chris Samuels with his performance 
in the SEC Championship Game. You'll see a 
boy turning into a man.” 

Looking back, King can see the value of 
those early drubbings, but he also has not 
forgotten the pain. “I’m not going to say it 
didn’t discourage me,” he said. “There were 
many times I was mad. | wanted to know 
why I had to go against him every day. But I 
talked to Coach Thompson and he said it 
would only make me better. Chris never let 
down, that’s for sure. | gave him a couple of 
challenges on pass rush, but he always 
stayed on top of his game. 

“Now, | think it was about ‘getting beat, or 
getting better.’ You had to go full speed, 100 
per cent, every play because you knew that if 
you didn't, he'd put you on your back. I ac- 
tually wound up looking forward to 
Saturdays. I'd be happy because | was going 
to play against somebody else.” 

After performing impressively in a backup 
role in the season opener versus Vanderbilt, 
King was elevated to a starting position. For 
King it was the fulfillment of a childhood 


dream. “Once I started, I sat down after the 
game and said, ‘Hey, I’m starting for The 
University of Alabama.’ Then later, as I made 
sacks and was able to contribute, after the 
games I'd be laying around or doing home- 
work and it would hit me: ‘I made those 
plays.’ 

“Then I'd think back to the times when my 
dad and I would be watching an Alabama 
football game. | used to say, ‘I can play for 
Alabama; | can be a down lineman for them.’ 
I think back to when I was a little kid watch- 
ing and it’s still a thrill.” 


ans who have attended games in 
Piivanbenny Stadium, watched the 

highlight video on the JumboTron, 
cheered to the strains of “Yea, Alabama!,” 
and listened as the voice of Coach Paul 
“Bear” Bryant rumbles through the stands, 
can only wonder at what it must be like to be 
the center of that adulation. 

For King, a youngster who grew up cheer- 
ing for the Crimson Tide, the pomp and ex- 
citement associated with Alabama home 
games are almost beyond description. “I can 
remember the first time walking out of the 
tunnel, when the elephant trumpeted at our 
first home game,” he said, “We heard the ele- 
phant roar while we were in the tunnel and 
it sent chills up and down my body, I said to 
myself, ‘This is it. You can’t turn back now. 
This is what you've been working on for the 
whole summer, for your whole life.’ ” 


Like Derrick Thomas before him, King 
rapidly is carving out for himself a name in 
Tide football history. Whether his reputation 
will someday approach that of Thomas's, 
only time will tell. But the current number 
55 is content to let things take their course. 
“My goal in high school wasn’t to make 
Parade All-America [he did] or anything 
else; | just wanted to make it to the college 
level,” King said. “Then my goal was to come 
in and contribute early. Now, all | ask of my- 
self is to get something accomplished every 
day, just keep climbing the ladder.” 

King had quite a first year. He was credited 
with 19.5 tackles for losses (14 on running 
plays and 5.5 sacks), the third best mark in 
Bama history behind Derrick Thomas (39 in 
1988) and John Copeland (21.5 in 1992). He 
also had a team-leading 33 quarterback pres- 
sures, the second best single season mark be- 
hind Thomas’ 44. King also recovered two 
fumbles. 

“V'll always be proud to say | wore his 
number,” King said. “Anyone who thinks of 
number 55 will think of his name. | really 
don't worry about establishing my own repu- 
tation. Maybe itll come; maybe it won't. I've 
just got to play to my ability. If 1 do that, my 
reputation will take care of itself. Derrick 
Thomas was a man with experience who had 
a lot to share—a good man you couldn't help 
but admire.” 

Football aside, if King can accomplish even 
part of that, he'll be more than satisfied.

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All-America Makes It Look Easy

Junior centerfielder has 
already turned in great 
softball accomplishments 


elly Kretschman calls it fun. Pat 
Kee calls Kretschman “awe- 

ome.” Kretschman is the star cen- 
terfielder for Alabama’s nationally-ranked 
women’s fast pitch softball team and 
Murphy is the coach of that squad, 

“She does things others can't do,” Murphy 
said. “She's proving to everyone why she's 
going to be an Olympian. She has great abil- 
ity and is such a great thinker on the field. 
She just knows what to do and doesn’t 
make mistakes.” 

Murphy keeps a chart of each week's 
Southeastern Conference statistical leaders. 
“Look at this,” he said recently, “Kelly is 
first in batting average, first in hits, first in 
runs, first in at-bats, first in doubles, first in 
stolen bases.” 

Kelly Kretschman, a two-time All- 
America from Indian Harbour Beach, 
Florida, is accustomed to being first. As a 
freshman she led the nation in home runs 
with 25 and in slugging percentage at .981. 
Midway through her junior season, her ca- 
reer batting average is over .450. In a simi- 
lar sport, baseball, Willie Mays. frequently 
was cited for having the five key skills: hit 
for average, hit for power, speed, field and 
throw. Kretschman is flawless in every area, 
including a 1.000 fielding average this sea- 
son. 

“She's like Ricky Henderson,” Murphy 
said. “If 1 had her leading off, she’d proba- 
bly steal 50 bases.” In her Alabama career 
she has stolen 100 bases in just over 110 at- 
tempts, She has the SEC record with four in 
one game, 

Although Kretschman makes it look easy, 
stealing a base in softball is extraordinarily 
difficult. The runner can’t leave the base 
until the pitcher has released the ball, and 
that ball travels only 42 [eet at nearly 70 
miles per hour before reaching the catcher. 

Murphy said he doesn’t have Kretschman 
steal as often as she might “because we've 
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got Ginger behind her to drive her in." 
Ginger Jones, Bama’'s first baseman, is the 
Tide's leader in home runs and the clean-up 
batter behind Kretschman. Kelly is a few 
homers behind Jones, but still not far off 
the pace of her freshman year and already 
past last year when she had only eight 
homers, Murphy said the two “have been 
great. [ haven't seen a better three-lour com- 
bination.” 

Kretschman said, “I have good power, but 
I don't get that pitch much anymore, 1 just 
try to get on base and let Ginger get me in.” 

Kretschman played shortstop at Alabama 
her first two seasons, “We played her out of 
position because we needed her there,” 
Murphy said. “She’s such a good athlete she 
was able to do it,” Kretschman agrees that 
the team is better with her in centerfield 
than it was with her at shortstop. Her only 
complaint: “You get a lot of balls at short- 
stop. Some games I don't get anything.” 

Murphy said she had improved her field- 
ing skills dramatically, “For instance,” he 
said, “she’s picked people off first base sev- 
eral times this year after they had hit sin- 
gles.” 

But defense is not the primary topic of 
soltball conversation with Kretschman, She 
loves hitting. “It’s my favorite part,” she 
said. “It's not that hard to catch a ball, but 
its hard to hit one.” 

Harder for some than for others. 
Kretschman has made it look almost easy. 

Kretschman, who bats left-handed, said 
she’s a line drive hitter, “I've always been a 
good hitter,” she said. “] don’t strike out a 
lot, and we all hit it hard. With the bases so 
close a lot of them get through.” 

She has also delivereckin the clutch. As a 
freshman she had the hit that drove in the 
game-winning run as Bama took the SEC 
Tournament championship. She also set a 
school and conference record with a 35- 
game hitting streak. 


retschman has already spent a good 
kK of her life in ball parks. She 
layed baseball until she entered 

high school in the ninth grade at Satellite 
Beach. She had played Tee Ball and Little 
League in Long Island, New York. When the 
family moved to Florida in the summer 
prior to her entering seventh grade she con- 
tinued Little League play. And when she got 
to Florida the team already had another girl 


playing. 


How do you know who the best player is 
ona Little League team? “I was the pitcher,” 
Kelly said, 

High school was her introduction to fast 
pitch softball. She played at Satellite for 
Coach Judy Hedgecock, She didn’t really 
consider playing baseball in high school. “I 
could have fought to play baseball, but | 
wasn't going anywhere in baseball,” she 
said. Shortly after that she began playing 
club softball for Coach Chuck Poetter on 
the Lady Bombers, an off-shoot of the fa- 
mous men’s fast pitch softball team, the 
Clearwater Bombers. 

Kelly said that softball is “more up-tempo 
than baseball. People are in your face more. 
The pitcher is up there the first and third 
basemen are up there, Everyone’s close. Not 
in slow pitch, of course. There it’s sort of 
like, ‘Everyone back to the fence.’ ” 

“Fun” is an operative word. “We have 
more fun than the guys playing baseball, | 
think,” she said. “You have to be excited be- 
cause it’s so fast. And that makes it fun,” 

Kretschman never pitched in softball. “1 
took one lesson,” she said, “If it doesn’t 
come naturally, ['m pretty much not inter- 
ested.” She also said she's not really big 
enough at “barely 5-6" to be a pitcher. “The 
best pitchers, the dominating pitchers, are 
tall,” she said, 

She found herself on the other end of the 
battery, catcher, her first two years in high 
school. But then her best friend and the 
team's shortstop suffered a knee injury and 
Kelly moved to shortstop, where she had 
played in Little League on days she wasn't 
pitching. In summer ball she was a short- 
stop, but also got a chance to play center- 
field. And that’s the position she loves the 
most. “You can see everything, you can run 
down balls in the gap. It’s fun,” she said. 

Kretschman wasn't just a softball player. 
Although she was a three-year all-state per- 
former, she was also all-state for three years 
in basketball and was an all-state soccer 
player as a senior. 

Despite her credentials, Kretschman 
thinks there was a litle luck involved in her 
being recruited. “Our summer league team 
didn’t really go to the best tournaments the 
summer before my junior year when you 
need to be seen,” she said. “But Coach 
Murphy (then a Tide assistant coach) saw 
me in a tournament (before her senior sea- 
son) and recruited me.” 

Murphy said, “Karen (Assistant Coach 
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Karen Johns) and | were at a tournament in 
South Carolina. We watched for two or 
three days and kept seeing the ball go over 
the fence. It was Kelly. I talked to a couple 
of Florida coaches and they said she did it 
all the time. You rarely see home runs in 
summer ball because of the quality of the 
pitchers and size of fields. She was just ef- 
fortless. 1 talked to some coaches after tour- 
nament and found out no one was recruit- 
ing her and she was wide open. 

“Later that summer I had gone to lowa to 
see some games and then was going to go 
from there to Minneapolis to watch her in a 
tournament. I got to Minneapolis and found 
out her team had already lost two games 
and was out of tournament. Kelly had hit 
three home runs, but no one was watching. 
And that was the last tournament of the 
summer, so no one else picked up on her. 
She signed with us in November.” 

Kelly was hardly a complete unknown. 
She said her choices came down to LSU, 
where she would have played both soccer 
and softball, and Alabama. 

One key to Alabama's recruiting success: 
“I remember watching Alabama beat Miami 
in the Sugar Bowl (the national champi- 
onship game following the 1992 season),” 
she said. “I’ve been an Alabama fan since 
then. And the campus isn’t too big, it’s real 
pretty, and I love the other girls on the team 
and my coaches. I just had a feeling when I 
came here that this was the place.” 

Like most Alabama athletes, she is a regu- 
lar spectator of other Tide teams. “I love 
going to see all the sports,” she said. “We 
try to go to as many as we can. And they try 
to come see us.” She particularly likes foot- 
ball and baseball, but also takes in soccer, 
basketball and volleyball. 


Ithough the game is “softball,” that’s 

a bit of a misnomer. The ball is 

hard. Perhaps it should be called 
“big, ball,” because it is larger than a base- 
ball. Or, in the case of colleges, “yellow 
ball.” That high-visibility yellow ball is ac- 
tually used in one other league besides 
NCAA. It’s used in the Women’s Profes- 
sional Softball League, which currently con- 
sists of two teams in Florida and two in 
Ohio. Kretschman would like to play pro- 
fessionally one day. She said, “I wouldn't 
count on it for a job because it’s just a few 
months, but I'd like to play. 1 want to con- 
tinue playing after college.” 

International rules call for the traditional 
white ball. Kretschman suspects interna- 
tional rulesmakers haven't adopted the yel- 
low ball because they think it would be an 
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Kelly Kretschman is a complete player and the leader of Alabama's nationally-ranked women’s fast 
pitch softball team. In a game against her home-state Florida Gators this year she made a diving catch 
to end a Florida rally, then clubbed her 11th home run of the year to give Bama its school record 49th 


victory of the year. 


advantage for the United States national 
teams. 

Kretschman may have an opportunity to 
participate in international competition at 
the very highest level this summer. Last 
summer she was one of 39 players invited 
to try out for the United States Olympic 
team. The team is composed of 15 players 
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and three alternates. She is one of the alter- 
nates, and at 20 the youngest member of 
the team. At the 2000 Olympic Games in 
Sydney she will be able to take part in “ev- 
erything except the opening ceremonies and 
the medal presentations,” even if she doesn’t 
move up to a playing position. “For me to 
get to play would mean someone was in- 
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jured, and I’m not going to hope for that,” 
she said. “I’m going to consider this a great 
experience for me at my age since most of 
the players are closer to 30, This will be ex- 
perience for 2004, a team I will definitely be 
aiming for.” 

Ironically, Kretschman will suit up for the 
United States team against Alabama players 
later this year. The Olympic team will play 
an exhibition game in the Alabama softball 
stadium at 6 p.m. CDT Sunday, June 4. 
Murphy is putting together a regional all- 
star team that will include some Tiders to 
play the Olympians. 

After her Alabama playing career ends she 
hopes to land a job as a college coach. At 
Bama she has earned Academic All-SEC 
honors as a human performance major. 


elly appreciates that Alabama soft- 

ball is beginning to attract a follow- 

ing. She thinks that it helps that 
Alabama has what she thinks is the finest 
softball stadium in the nation, “easily the 
best in the SEC. It’s pretty cool when other 
teams come in here and tell us that it’s the 
best place to play,” she said. 


But she thinks there are other reasons.

“Part of it is because it is a fast, exciting 
game,” she said. “But I’ve noticed around 
Alabama that it helps if you're winning, and 
we are winning.” 

She thinks this year’s team is successful in 
part because of being more experienced, a 
handful of seniors and juniors “and fresh- 
men who don't act like freshmen.” And, she 
said, “A big difference this year is in our at- 
titude. We know we're good. This year we 
were down 5-2 to Auburn. Last year we 
would have folded, This year we came back 
and scored 12 runs in the final two innings. 
This team has the confidence to do that.” 

Although she confesses to being “quiet,” 
Murphy said she had leadership qualities. 
The coach said, "Look at all the great ath- 
letes and they all have ability to bring the 
others up a notch. | don’t think she realized 
it as a freshman. But when she played with 
the national team, she saw it. And this year 
she’s definitely raised the level of the players 
around her.” 

Kretschman came to Alabama with a goal 
to be an All-America. She was an All- 
America as a freshman in 1998 and again 
last year. And so she says she has a goal to 
be an All-America every year. “But,” she 
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said, “my real goal is for the team, for us to 
get to the World Series. If I bat .500 and 
make All-America and the team is 29-29, 
that wouldn’t be much fun.” 

She said Bama has built a program that is 
recognized as one of the nation’s best and 
that the SEC is gaining recognition, quickly 
catching up to the Pac-10 and Big 10. “Now 
we have girls coming from California to 
play in the SEC, and that’s a key” Kretsch- 
man said. “More than that, a lot of high 
schools in the South didn’t play fast pitch, 
but now they do, and we’re catching up 
pretty quickly. And having the Olympic 
team here in June will be a great experience 
that can only help the sport.” 

Murphy said, “We're such a young pro- 
gram that it’s tough to get recognition na- 


tionally. We have it in other sports, of 


course, Alabama teams are well known. But 
we are not known in softball. Obviously 
with the national rankings we've had this 
year (Bama has been ranked among the na- 
tion’s top dozen teams) we're getting a repu- 
tation with the coaches.

April Brings More Top Performers

pring’s arrival heralds a shower of pa- 

perwork for the Crimson Tide 

Athletics Department, but it comes in 
the form of a very welcomed stack of mail. 
April 12 was “Signing Day” for NCAA 
Division I schools, and The University of 
Alabama's coaches are reaping the rewards 
of months of recruiting. 

Actually, there is not so much a “Signing 
Day” as there is a “Signing Period.” In men’s 
football, almost every prospect is signed on 
one day, the first day in which signings are 
permitted. In other sports, the process [re- 
quently drags out over a longer period of 
time. And so this signing period will not end 
until mid-May. And, in fact, the process can 
actually extend into the beginning of classes 
in August. 

Not every sport needed to use the spring 
to add more players to their 2000-2001 ros- 
ters. Most notably among that category is 
men’s basketball. While Coach Mark 
Gottfried makes it clear that he is not ruling 
out the possibility of adding a player be- 
tween now and the end of the summer, he is 
not expected to sign additional players soon, 
That's because Alabama signed three players 
in the fall, 2000 USA Today National Player 
of the Year and 2000 Naismith National 
High School Player of the Year Gerald 
Wallace of Childersburg (6-foot-7 forward), 
6-foot-3 guard Demetrius Smith of 
Hogansville, Georgia, and 6-foot-11 
Nashville forward Dan Banko, 

Alabama played the 1999-2000 season with 
one scholarship left available after Cedric 
Patton waited until late August, 1999, to an- 
nounce that he was transferring. It was too 
late for Gottfried to fill that scholarship. This 
spring Bama was surprised to gain a scholar- 
ship when Schea Cotton left to return home 
to California and be with his father as he bat- 
tles cancer. It appeared there would be anoth- 
er opening when Sam Haginas announced he 
was leaving the team, but Haginas had a 
change of heart and will return for his junior 
season. 

Jeremy Hays and Alfred Moss were 
Alabama's seniors, and a few months ago 
considered scholarship openings for 2000- 
2001. However, the Hays scholarship is not 
available because he will return next season. 
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Manisha Redus 


Hays suffered a knee injury and earned a 
medical redshirt, which clears him to play a 
fifth year on that scholarship, And Moss can 
get his fifth year back if he graduates this 
summer since he was a partial qualifier when 
he came in as a freshman. 

There has been speculation that other Tide 
players from last year's team might have 
their scholarships lifted, but that speculation 
does not come from Gottfried. Indeed, 
Gottfried has made no such move and those 
players in question have been working out 
and conditioning together with the team 
since the season ended. 


omen’s Basketball Coach Rick 

Moody signed Katrina “Binky” 

Martello, “Miss Basketball” in the 
State of Florida in the fall and has added two 
more this spring, both Alabama natives. 

One of the spring signees in women’s bas- 
ketball is the daughter of former major 
league baseball player Gary Redus, Manisha 
Redus is a 5-foot-7 point guard from 
Decatur, a city and high school that sent 
Moody one of his greatest players ever, USA 
Today and Naismith National Player of the 
Year Yolanda Watkins. Redus helped lead 


Decatur High to a perfect 34-0 record this 
past season, averaging 12.4 points a game 
and winning all-state tournament and re- 
gional MVP honors along the way. 

Women's basketball's spring crop of 
signees also includes Oreal Taylor, a 5-foot- 
10 forward from Courtland who averaged 
27.6 points and 12 rebounds a game as a se- 
nior. She scored more than 2,000 points 
during her four-year career as a starter, with 
a career average of 21.4 points and nine re- 
bounds a game. Taylor will also impact the 
university in the classroom. She ranks third 
in her class at Courtland with a 3.7 GPA. 


hile basketball attracts most of 

the attention among recruiting 

followers in the spring signing pe- 
riod, other sports are also adding perform- 
ers. And, like basketball coaches, the coach- 
es in other sports have often gathered most 
of their new athletes in an earlier signing pe- 
riod. 

Additionally, The University may not an- 
nounce a new signee until the required pa- 
perwork has been returned to the school. 
More signees in several sports will be an- 
nounced later. 

Here are some other results from this 
spring signing period: 

Jim Wells and staff did most of their sign- 
ing in the early period and many of those 
signed in November were pitchers. But in 
April, Alabama baseball added pitcher Josh 
Mims of Hoover High School.

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Recruiting Process Never-Ending

Top prospects get a look 
at Alabama on A-Day 


( i ollege football coaches in the modern 
era cannot afford the luxury of a 
clear separation between each re- 

cruiting class. Instead, their view of the re- 

cruiting process would appear more as an 
overlapping transition between classes. The 
overlap occurs as a result of the recruiting 
time frames dictated by the National 

Collegiate Athletic Association. 

The process begins with a single letter to a 
potential recruit. The first letter may be sent 
before a prospect's junior year, Subsequent 
letters are not permitted until a prospect's 
junior year of high school. This NCAA man- 
dated time frame creates the overlap as it oc- 
curs during the peak months of the recruit- 
ment of the current class of upcoming se- 
nior prospects. 

After Signing Day in February, college 
coaches spend a great deal of time watching 
film of potential prospects in the next re- 
cruiting class. The large volume of high 
schools and the sheer numbers of potential 
prospects makes it imperative that a coach 
reduce his list to a manageable level for the 
May Evaluation Period. On paper, the num- 
ber of days that coaches can visit high 
schools is limited to twenty days. However, 
the actual number of days is reduced even 
further with only seven coaches being al- 
lowed on the road at any time. Consequent- 
ly, a coarse rating of prospects is done before 
the May Evaluation Period even begins. 

During the May Evaluation Period, a 
school is permitted one telephone contact 
with a prospect. This contact and the evalu- 
ation made by the coach begins the fine tun- 
ing of the next class of signees. Additionally, 
academic information is obtained during the 
period which also helps. to bring the picture 
into focus. Further fine tuning occurs after 
the summer football camps and fall contact 
information is assessed.

\ nity for prospects to make an unoffi- 
cial visit to the campus and get a feel 

for the atmosphere of Bryant-Denny 


Stadium and Alabama football. It is also an 
opportunity for the position coaches to meet

Draft Notice 

Alabama offensive tackle Chris Samuels 
was the third pick of the first round in this 
year's National Football League draft. 
Samuels was selected by the Washington 
Redskins. 

This was the highest pick of an Alabama of- 
lensive lineman since 1978 when Bob Cryder 
was the 18th pick of the first round going to 
the New England Patriots. The Tide's other 
first-round offensive line selections have been 
John Hannah (1973, first round, fourth picks, 
New England) and Vaughn Mancha (1948, 
first, Boston). The highest recent Alabama se- 
lection was Cornelius Bennett who was the 
second pick of the first round to the 
Indianapolis Colts in 1987. 

Shaun Alexander, the Tide's career-leading 
rusher, was the 19th selection of the first 
round, going to the Seattle Seahawks. 
Defensive tackle Cornelius Grillin went in 
the second round to the New York Giants, 
the 42nd overall pick, 

Four 1999 Bama seniors have been an- 
nounced as having signed [ree agent con- 
tracts. They are wide receiver Shamari 
Buchanan with Oakland, defensive end Reggie 
Grimes with New England, offensive lineman 
Jason McDonald with Tennessee, and 
linebacker Miguel Merritt with San Francisco. 

One ol the biggest surprises to Alabama 
fans came in the fourth round when former 
Tide offensive lineman Michael “Mookie” 
Moore was the 129th overall pick, joining 
Samuels at Washington. After lettering in 
1996 and 1997 at Bama, Moore and the Tide 
came to a mutual agreement to part with 
Moore going to Troy State, 


Taking The Fifth 

The Alabama gymnastics team of Coach 
Sarah Patterson capped a season that includ- 
ed the Southeastern Conference’ best record, 
the SEC championship, and an NCAA 
Regional title with its 15th top-five national 
finish in the past L6 years.

In individual 
competition, Pickens finished second on the 
vault and third on the uneven bars, 

Freshman Kristin Sterner picked up two 
first team All-America honors (floor exercise 
and uneven bars) and one second team acco- 
lade (all-around). Junior Katie Hornecker 
earned the first All-America recognition of 
her career on vault, 

After two consecutive second team honors 
on the uneven bars, Dara Stewart, a junior, 
earned first team All-America in that event. 
Sophomore Natalie Barrington was All- 
America on uneven bars. Junior captain 
Lissy Smith earned second team honors on 
balance beam.

Most Improved as she doubled her scoring 
and rebounding averages and led the team in 
field goal percentage.

With all 14 lettermen returning for the 
Tide, Coach Judy Green used the spring sea- 
son to experiment with several different line- 
ups. Alabama players had the opportunity to 
play different positions in an effort to create 
more versatility and depth for the fall, 

“Lam extremely pleased with how our 
spring season went,” said Green, “I think 
one of our goals was to develop depth at all 
positions, We also wanted lo get stronger 
physically and mentally. [ think we played 
some tough competition and had a chance to 
really see the areas we need to work on prior 
to this fall. This team has a chance to be very 
successful if the players maintain their level 
of commitment over the summer.” 

In addition to experimenting with person- 
nel, the spring season was also an opportuni- 
ty for the Tide to play matches with a variety 
of scoring formats. The NCAA is working on 
a way to make volleyball more viable for tele- 
vision so a change in the way games are 
played is likely. This spring Alabama played 
several matches that featured rally games to 
35 points. Unlike current rules where only 
the serving team can score points, a point is 
scored on every serve in rally games. If teams 
split the first two rally games, a rally game to 
six points was used to solve the tie, 

Under the current scoring format, a team 
must win three out of five games with all but 
the final game played with server only scor- 
ing. Currently the fifth game of a match is 
played with rally scoring. 

Alabama's spring season concluded with 
the SEC-ACC Spring Challenge. At the event 
the Tide posted impressive victories over the 
ACC's North Carolina and Clemson. Bama 
also scored a win over Auburn at the tourna- 
ment.
